Public Clamor in Conneotion with the

New Yok, Oct. 6, —For the first imo in

the history of the game of base bail since the
moemorable oceuslon on which the leaguo
purified itaelf by the expulsion of those dis-
honest pluyers, Craven, Hall and Doviin,
hns @ charge of unfairness worthy of atten-
tion bean made. Most aatonishing of all, the
manageuient of the New York Hase Hull
club Is tho defendaut in the case, This is
bringing tho question homo with n vengeaneo
and the outcome will bo watched with the
groncost interest, Forsomo time past the
charges dvalnst the New York club, which
weara oponly made apd stoutly verterated,
wers overiooked by the local officials and
lnughed at oy somoof the moro ardent ad-
mirers of the twam, Floally the allegations
of unfoalrness beeamne so numerous und wore
80 gonorul thut the mansgoment felv called
upon to tuke decisive sction.

For the Good ol the Game,

Unwise advisors insisted that the affalfr
would mmount to only a niue days' talkk and
then ba forgotten, whilo others, with o
deeper intarost (n tha welfare of the game,
stoutly maintainod that tho charges should
be thoroughly sifted, and if there was ang
foundation for them the offendors should h_v
thoroughly punistied. On tho other hana, if
the charges waore groundless, the public
should nlso be apprised of that fuet and the
game clearold of suspicion,  “The nssertion
that all the talk of unfairness came from Chi-
cago was not,'’ snys the Sun’s ball writer,
“porte out by the fucts, as a long deep growl
has gone up from the base ball piatrons of
New York City, who first of all demand fair
play, nna that having been secured, Ace S80-
ond to noue in upplandiog the victors."

The prime cause of the present trouble is
the recent Joss of fivo games in Boston by
the New York team, which defeats enabled
the Bostous to overtake the Chicagos in the
raco for the pennant. The charge made by
the Chicngo mansgement, and echosd by fuir
minded patrons all over the countey, is thiat
the New York management Jid not put its
strongoest team in the games at Hostop, tho
main  allegntion  being  that  Husie, tne
strongest pitcher in the tewmn, was lefl at
home, while inferior pitchars wore put in the
box against n team that was then playing
the strongest of any in the countes. An-
other point made is that Connor failed to play
in the first three games at Boston. and that
In fact po effort was miade to put o team in
the field thut could reasonably bo expected
to make u stana against the Bostons.

They Simply Deny It

To the general vcharge of having purposely
weakened the New York team so Boston
would bave no trouble in winning, Messrs.
Day, Mutrie and Ewing, who sccompanied
the tenm to Hosion and mannged its affairs,
entor an emphatio dewial, I'bey admit thot
Rusio was ioft at home and their explana-
tions as to the reason do not agree.  Presi-
dent Day, snys the Sun reporier, says Rusio
wis lefr ut home beoause he had worked hard
and was entitled to a rest, He saud so far as
he knew Husie was uninjured, Manoager
Mutrie said tho reason Husie stayed at home
was because lis elbow was lame aud ho was
not in At condition to piteh. Captain Ewing
said Rusie was hitin the leg with a batted
ball in the lnst game at I,lrmuk?_vn nod was so
lame he ecould not pitch. That was
tho reason ho did not goto Boston, In the
case of John Ewing it is set forth that his
fool was injuried in a recent game and was so
swollen he could not get ashoe on. As to
Connor, he missed a train, wnd 1t 1s the rea-
son he did not play. Buckley started to cateh
in one of the games and was injured.

The manugers also state that had [Rusie and
tho other absent playors taken part in the
games, thoy could not bave won, as Boston
wis playing with wonderful strengtn, The
managers wlso go to somo length to combat
the imaginary nssertion thet the New York
team deliberately plaved poor ball at Boston
and thus permitted Boston to win ensily. No
such charge hns been made, the only claim
being that the New York managers did not
put as strovg a team in the field as possible

Points for the Prosecution.

The position tuken by those who make the
oharges is Lhat the coullicting statemonts as
1o RRusia boing kept at home only go to prove
thut nothing led that pitcher and that he
wus fully able to go in the box at Boston, 1n
the ense of John Kwing it is adimitted that he
received an injury to his foot in the gawme
with Philndolphia at the Polo grounds on
Septembor 21, He turned bis ankle and
limped off the flold.  After resting his anklo
until September 27 he  was not considered in
condition to pitoh, The games ot Boston
were playoed on Saptember 28, 20 and 30, On
October 1, following the day of the two last
gamos nt Hoston, Kwing entered tho box
at the Molo grounds and pitched the
Brooklyns out for five hits, one of them &
serateh. He showed no signs of lareness
nnd ran tho basos as well ns he ever did. The
claim Is mado that If Ewing wns avla to
piteh in his best form on Thursday, October
1, that he certainly should nhave been ablo to
go in the box at Boston the previous day,

A point made by the managers s to the
effect that New York had uo chance to win
the peannot and the result of the remnaining
gnmes could not change the position of thau
team. ‘Therefore there was no good renson
why the team should go to Boston snd fight
as though the pennant depended upon the
rosult.  The complaiunnts count as follows:

Why They Rick.

At the thme the Chicagos last plaved in
New York on Soptember 21, the New Yorks
bharll uo earthly chaneo of gotting better
than third position and yet thov played
n game that l'or strongth und all-around per-
fection has nevor been excelled by the New
York or any othor team, Iltusie uud John
Ewing bad boon saved for somoe  duvs previ-
ous to the urvival of the Chicagos and  thair
work in the box was stiperh. Kusie pitehea
two games aud Ewing the other. The result
of these efforts on the part ol the tesm and
Ita managemont was that the Chicagos wore
boaten thireo straight games in A crushing
munnoer. Aftor disposing of the Chicagos
the New Yorks wurned thelr attontion to the
Brooklyns and theashed them three outv of
four game= Rusle pitehing two games in one
alternoon.

These are tho arguments pro and con thit
have passed between tho defenders of the
toam and those who miake the ocharges.
Meantime the publie, on whose support the
lite of the gamo denends, has been looking on
with great uneasiness.
